Investigation prior 
to the 1/8/66 raids and the interviews which followed have 
further indicated this group as having basic control over 
the whole mation in gambling matters. Grand Jury testimony 
to date appears to have established from beginning to end 
the whole operation centers around individuals like BECKLEY, 
NOLAN, ROGERS, and others and that one cannot operate without 
the other. 


It appears f rom conversation with | | 

| that the evidence seized , plus all the 
information obtained by the FBI which they are not completely 
awar e of; but wh ich must be known is overwhelming. It is 
note d ~ would not normally plead any client guilty. 

The same possibility exists in each division, that the in- 
dividuals may also plead guilty since they must believe the 
premise the FBI is aware of the whole operation. 

It is felt by Miami, that an all-out penetrating 
grand jury be utilized and evidence presented to tie-in 
these gamblers with one another be made at this time where 
possible. The opportunity appears to exist that a major 
blow could be dealt the upper-echelon of the gambling empire 
at this time.

GILBERT LEE BECKLEY, MORTON PAUL KANE, MARTIN 
SKLAROFF, KENNETH HERBERT HANNA, and BEN ROGERS, 
the defendants herein, together with ARNOLD COX 
and H. DAVID WALL, named herein as co~conspira- 
tors not indicted, did unlawfully, wilfully and 
knowingly combine, conspire, confederate and 
agree together with each other and with other 
persons to the Grand Jury unknown, to commit 
certain offenses against the United States, to 
wit; 


"A. The crime of using and causing 
the use of facilities in interstate 
commerce, that is, the telephone 
and the mails, with the intent to 
promote, manage, establish, carry 
on and facilitate the promotion, 
management, establishment and 
carrying on of an unlawful activity, 
said unlawful, activity being a 
business enterprise involving 
gambling offenses in violation of 
the laws of the State of Florida, to 
wit; Florida Statutes Annotated, 
Sections 849.14 and 849.25; and the ' 
laws of the State of Kentucky, to 
wit; Kentucky Revised Statutes, 
Sections 436.210 and 436.490; all 
in violation of Title 18, United 
States Code, Sections 1952 and 2; 
and B. The crime of being in the 
business of betting and wagering 
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"and knowingly and wilfully using a 
wire communication facility, that is, 
the telephone, for the transmission

In the conduct of said busi- 
ness, the defendants would make and accept bets 
and wagers on sporting events and they would re- 
ceive and transmit the sports betting information 
usually used in the bookmaking business. 

"It was further a part of the said con- 
spiracy that BEN ROGERS would engage in the book- 
making business in the Western District of Kentucky. 
In the conduct of said business, he would make and 
accept bets and wagers on sporting events and he 
would receive and transmit the sports betting in- 
formation usually used in the bookmaking business. 

"It was further a part of the said 
conspiracy that the defendants would use telephone 
facilities between Florida and other states and 
Kentucky and other states for the transmission 
of bets and wagers, point spreads, 5 line 9 infor- 
mation, information concerning player injuries, 
weather conditions and statements of account and 
for tie transfer of debts among themselves, all in 
order to carry on their bookmaking business.

He stated that his contacts with them are on a personal 
basis and that he sells the tonic to them for just slightly 
more than it costs him.

During the hearing Tues- 
day. the government, intro- 
duced a book, “New Dictiona- 
ry of Thoughts” that had 
been confiscated during an 
FBI raid last yea)*. 

Prosecutors claimed the 
thick volume of quotations 
had been converted into a 
code book for an interstate 
gambling 'network and that 
they had easily broken the 
hand written code inserted 
between the lines. 

Dr. Fred M. Miller, who 
works as a document examin- 
er for the FBT in Washing- 
ton, said a gambler could be 
assigned the number 10, for 
instance. 

In Beckley’s book, this 
would correspond to page. 10 
in the thesarsus of sayings. 



On page 10 in the book 
would be the gambler's ini- 
tials or his phone number, 
written backwards. 

Dr. Miller, one of the gov- 
ernment’s final witnesses, 
cited several examples of 
how the code system worked. 

However, defense Attor- 
ney E. David. Rosen read off 
20 numbers which didn't cor- 
respond with pages in the 
“New Dictionary of 
Thoughts.” 

Earlier, the go v e rimien t 
introduced into evidence a 
tape recording stemming 
from a wiretap by the Pacif- 
ic Telephone Co. in Los An- 
geles. 

Richard E. Jaffe, an Inter- 
nal Revenue Service agent, 
said he recognized Beckley's 
voice conversing about gam- 
bling on basketball and foot- 
ball contests. 

Beckley and co-defendants 
Morton Kane and Martin 
Sklaroff are charged with 
interstate transmission of 
gambling information, inter- 
state aid in racketeering arid 
defrauding the telephone 
company. 

Beckley admitted on in- 
come tax returns introduced 
by the government that he 
received revenue ranging 
from $25,500 in 1962 to $33,-

It was determined items Q22 through Q39, Q42, 

Q43 , Q45, Q46, Q48 and Q49 are gamblers " records of the 
type commonly made up by professional bookmakers who 
accept wagers based on the outcome of sports events. 

Items Q4Q, Qc41, Q44 and Qc47 are gambling paraphernalia 
of the type commonly used by professional bookmakers. 

Item Q50 is water-soluble paper of the type commonly used 
by professional bookmakers. 


Item Q22 is a bottoms sheet. The numbers or 
symbols through the middle of the column represent the 
account numbers. The figure to the left of the account 
symbol commonly represents the amount due to the bookmaker 
while the figure to the right represents the amount the 
bookmaker owes the account. For examples, the figure 816 
to the right of account #2 means the bookmaker I ~l 

owes that sum while the figure 175 to the left off 

account #3 means the customer owes the bookmaker ! 
that sum. Items Q24, Q26 and Q46 are similar in format 
to Q22 , but they also bear running accounts of amounts 
owed or credited. 

Item Q23 shows a 'running account of amounts owed 
or credited to various accounts, but is also a form of 
bottoms sheet. Item Q25 is similar in format to Q2-3.

Item Q27 consists off the odds or line on college 
and professional basketball contests and a record off 
wagers. For example, Arizona is shown in the line portion 
as +16, indicating Arizona is probably the underdog by 
16 points. In the third column under Arizona are shown 
six different wagers for a balance off 20, indicating the 
bookmaker took wagers on both sides of the contest, sometimes 
with a slightly different point spread. Account #16 took 
16 points on a wager of 10 ; #97 took 15 points on a wager 
of 5; #85 took 15 points on a wager of 15; and #305 took 
15 points on a wager of 10. The sum of these wagers is 
40. To the right are two more wagers, one by #6 who 
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took 15 points on a wager of 10 and #31 who took 16 points 
on a wager of 10 . These two total wagers of 20. The 
difference between 40 and 20 is 20, hence a balance of 20. 
Parts of Q29, Q30, Q31, Q32, Q36 and Q37 are similar in 
format to Q27. 

Item Q28 consists of a list of college and 
professional basketball contests, the game time in some 
instances, the odds or point spread, the amounts wagered 
and the final score. For example, in the game between 
Ohio State and Purdue, game time is shown as ls30 P. M. , 
Purdue is favored by a point spread which varies between 
6, 5 and 4, +16, +616, -5 and -25' were wagered and the 
final score is shown as 93 to 72 in favor of Purdue. 

This means wagerers on Purdue won because the score in 
favor of Purdue was by more- than 6 points. According to 
FD-302 dated April 29, 1968, Purdue won the game toy a 
score of '93 to 72. 

Item Q29 also consists in part of a record of 
wagers on the horses. For example, 3 G Kitty Malone 2 
indicates 'Kitty Malone was scheduled to run in the third 
race at Gulf stream and the wagerer placed 2 on this horse 
to win. This was confirmed according to FD-302 dated 
April 16, 1968. The format for Q29 is similar to the 
format in part on Q30, Q31, Q32, Q33, Q35, Q38, Q39 and 
Q42j Some of these, including Q30, Q31, Q32, Q35, Q38 
and' Q39 also show the account or symbol numbers of the 
customer . 


Item Q33 consists in part of the baseball lime 
or odds. One of the games involves the Cubs and Angels 
where the line is shown as 6. This commonly means the 
Angels are favored and the player choosing the Angels must 
lay 120 to win 100. Another interpretation may toe that 
this is the total score and the player must lay 6 to 5 
on either team. There is no indication that wagers were 
accepted in this area on Q33. The format of this 
particular portion of Q33 is similar to that on Q34. 
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Item Q43 consists for the most part of records 
of wagers on athletic contests . Item Q45 consists mostly 
of a running account of amounts owed or credited. 

Item Q48 consists mostly of a list of wagers on 
baseball and college basketball contests. Item Q49 
consists of records of wagers on the horses and the 
baseball line. 

Items Q40, Qc41 and Q44 consist of account or 
symbol numbers followed by seven-digit or ten-digit numbers 
of the type commonly associated with telephone numbers. 

Item Qc47 consists of a list of college basketball and major 
league baseball games, but no odds or wagers are shown. 

The paper comprising Q27 through Q39, Q42, Q43, 
Q46, Q48, Q49 and Q50 is soluble in water.
